publishing 


centers as much as into the large cities", Governor Willis ex- 
plained, because "the large news agencies which are

reaching your columns and so it happens that 
everywhere

hear big "newspaper men saying today that the small newspaper 
•is generally regarded in its community as reliable while

The newspaper is-a business solely and simply, a 
retail 


merchant, if you will, its commodities being its news and its ad- 
vertising space. 
In selling these it is bound by integrity and the 


requirements of trade. Its goods miial.be as represented in so Un- 
as human judgment and care can make them. 
If it 
colors 
the 


news, as received and reported, to suit its own views or some con- 
cealed purpose, it disposes of its wares by false prctensesr 


Certainly, no newspaper can escape publishing things that 


are untrue, but it can avoid that which it'believes to be false and 
the public will arrive quickly enough to a determination as to its 
honesty and sincerity. It will measure him by the same standard 
as it d'ocs the merchant, who can not always discover the defects 
or lack of represented quality in bis goods, but whose cnrnrst ef- 
fort to maintain fairness and quality earns 
him the good 
will, 


•which is the vital asset of his business. 


The honest and reputable newspaper does not sell its opin- 


ions nor attempt barter therewith. 
Its editorial columns lire for 


the expression of the individual views of ownership, but it goes 
without the saying, that these must be characterized by 
sincerity, 


moderation and fairness, else will they breed suspicion as 
In Hie 


integrity of the publication.

"A man named 
Taylor taught me to make the 
moulds," aaid Joiies. ' "I made 
them from plaster of paris.
